MIAMI (AP) — Tropical 


Storm Emmy, with winds of up 
to 65 miles an hour, was ex- 
pected to become a hurricane 
later today as it gained strength 
from the Atlantic Ocean's warm 
waters.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Three proposed amendments to the state constitution will be 


listed A, B, and C on the Nov. 2 ballot, the Board of State Canvassscrs decided Monday. The 
board agreed that one proposal, banning the use of nonreturnable bottles and cans for soft 
drinks, beer and similar malt beverages, will be labeled Proposal A. Next in line as Proposal 
B is a measure that would tower the minimum age for state legislators from 21 to 18. And 
Proposal C will be a proposal to limit state spending. That measure, which the board said 
qualifies to go on the ballot with 337,135 signatures, would limit state taxes to an amount equal 
to 8.3 per cent of total personal income in the state. The figure could be exceeded if the 
governor declared a specific emergency with approval of two-thirds of the legislature. The 
proposal prohibits the state from adopting or expanding local programs without full state 
funding; from reducing current levels of aid to local units; and prohibits local units from 
raising existing taxes without approval of voters.

Look Who's Doing

; Anyone who has been the least bit 
attentive to this year's political cam- 
paigning must know that the federal

Reflections 


KANSAS CITY - Whatever 
the issues and the outcome, 
much of the life of an American 
political convention resides in 
the details and the incidents. 
Some of them stick in the mind 
and help to sum up the essence 
of the ehtire affair. Herewith a 
few vignettes from Kansas City: 


Kemper Auditorium. Wha­ 
tever you think about the virtues 
of (ierald Ford, and they are 
real, there is still something 
weird about the spectacle of 
thousands of people screaming 
emotionally “We want Ford.” 


We want Ford? Could the ob­ 
ject of their genuinely pas­ 
sionate desire really be Gerald 
Rudolph Ford of Grand Rapids? 
Arguably a better president 
than he has been given credit 
for, he is also the least ar­ 
ticulate and least charism atic 
major politician on the lands­ 
cape. The spectacle testifies to 
the astonishing power of the in­ 
stitution of the presidency and 
the ritual of the National Con­ 
vention 
to 
transform 
the 
prosaic. Poetry here was cer­ 
tainly in the eye of the beholder. 


Kemper Auditorium Monday. 
The most moving presence of 
the evening was Alf I .an don, 89, 
who carried Maine and Vermont 
against FDR in 1936. Tall, 
tanned, articulate, strong. Did 
not 
seem 
to 
use 
the 
teleprompter. Put elbows on the 
podium and spoke confidently. 


Landon’s 1936 presidential 
campaign was the first one I 
was actually conscious of. I was 
in kindergarten, and proudly 
wore a brown Landon button 
with a marvelous yellow felt 
border to suggest a sunflower. 
Democrats in the kindergarten 
called 
me 
an 
Economic 
Royalist, a mysterious term 
FDR was bandying about. 


Wednesday morning, outside 
the Holiday Inn, downtown 
Kansas City: Ronald Reagan is 
supposed to emerge from the 
inn. This place is so hot you can 


get a suntan running for a cab. 
Excited, even festive crowd, 
carnival 
atmosphere. 
Straw 
hats with Ford or Reagan hat­ 
bands. No anger at all. A man 
shows up dressed as an angel. 
Long white robe, beard, huge 
shiny metal wings reflecting the 
sun. Someone cracks that the 
angel is an observer for Carter. 


A little later, at a luncheon. 
This is a right-wing, 
pro- 
Reagan affair. A reunion for 
conservative activists — Young 
Americans for Freedom now 
mostly 
middle-aged. 
A 
congressman at the podium. He 
quotes Teddy Roosevelt: “ We 
stand at Armageddon and we 
battle for the Lord.” That is, for 
Reagan. Tumultuous applause. 
“But,” he continues, “the Vice 
Lord takes a little getting used 
to.” 


Tuesday afternoon, elevator 
in the Muehlebach Hotel, a 
camping ground of major pols: 
The elevator is filled with 
people from Iowa backing their 
governor, Bob Ray, for vice 
president. They wear huge 
yellow buttons with the name 
RAY in red. The elevator stops. 
Two congressmen enter. They 
start backwards like vampires 
spotting a crucifix. “Oh,” says 
one Congressman, recovering. 
“We’ve been through hell with a 
Ray in Washington, and those 
buttons were a shock.”

By-Passed By 
Hurricane Belle 


CHILMARK, Mass. - The 
highlight of this summer in the 
sun on Martha’s Vineyard was 
24 hours in the wind when we 
got sideswiped by Hurricane 
Belle. It seemed terribly early 
for such a storm to hit — in 22 
years we have had only one 
August hurricane and it was 
late in the month — hut we went 
through the "alert" drill. In our 
case this was relatively simple: 
'Hie house has been facing South 
Beach since 1707 and is imper- 
turbable. 


Our family settlement (run 
and 
misrun 
by 
about 
15 
families) was established in 
1919, well before electricity 
reached this end of the island, 
so there is a closet full of 
kerosene lanterns plus a couple 
of potential fire-bombs known 
as Aladdin lamps. The stove 
runs on bottled gas, and we had 
no Iniats in the water. 


We thus battened down the 
hatches, got in an adequate 
supply of medicinal alcohol, and 
watched the excitement. The 
worst that could happen if the 
juice went off was at trip to the 
spring for water, instead of 
relying on the electric pump. 
However, outside our store-test- 
ed enclave there was plenty of 
action, the main feature being 
the organization of emergency 
centers in Gay Head, Chilmark 
and 
West 
Tisbury. 
An 
an 
endless parade of boats being 
hauled away from the short1. 


At first it was hard to explain 
the immense activity, but then 
we realized that in the 16 or 17 
years since the last August 
hurricane the summer popula­ 
tion of the Vineyard has proba­ 
bly tripled or quadrupled, with 
a large number of cottages 
located close to the shore and 
not designed by a Mayhew or 
Norton in 1707. 


In August, 1958 (I think — one 
summer merges with another) 
we sat in the barn doorway and 
watched the breakers foaming 
over the beach and bluffs For 
us it was an esthetic experience. 
For people who live on those 
beaches and bluffs today, the 
ferocity of an aroused sea is 
hardly an abstraction. 


What occurred was — happily 
— anti-clim actic Monday , as 


the ominous predictions piled 
up, was clear and beautiful, 
though if you looked at cloud 
patterns something was ob­ 
viously going on. The high layer 
was moving rapidly in one 
direction, while the low, scat­ 
tered cumuli were traveling in 
another. 


The full moon rose that even­ 
ing with a misty, pink halo — 
and the breakers l>egan to slam 
in About 10 the wind began to 
rise*, but there was no rain (in 
fact, we never did get rain). By 
this time, the radio was report­ 
ing Belle’s course as well to the 
west, so we checked the doors 
and went to lied. The surf 
sounded like passing express 
trains, but we slejrt the sleep of 
the just. 


We awoke with the sun in our 
window and a 40 knot gale still 
encouraging the breakers. The 
electricity had been off for a 
while, but everything was fine. 
A patrol of the island revealed 
only one casualty. 


On the Edgartown to Vineyard 
Haven road some eccentric of­ 
ficial had installed a sign which, 
read from one dirction, said 
“Tisbury — 4.83 kilom eters,“ 
and from the other, “ Edgartown 
— 6 44 kilometers.” The wind 
has simply turned the sign 
parallel to the road, surely, an 
omen of God’s judgment on the 
metric system.

tomatoes to the jars) is the 
recommended method, rather 
than raw packing (where raw 
tomatoes are packed into jars). 
Process not packed tomatoes in 
a boiling water bath; 20 minutes 
for pints and 29 minutes for 
quarts.

however, which usually contains 
these same ingredients plus 
vinegar, may be proct>ssed by 
the boiling water bath method. 


Do you need to add lemon 


juice to canned 
tomatoes? 


Michigan State university and 
USDA food specialists say no, 
unless you just desire to do so, 
for modern tomato varieties 
present no greater home can- 
ning risks than older varieties. 
Today's tomatoes are similar in 
acid content to older varieties. 
Proper processing is the most 
important factor for a safe 
product. Several of today's so- 
called "low acid" tomatoes, are 
actually not lower in acid, but 
are high in sugar which masks 
the acid flavor. And there is no 
scientific research to back up 
the myth that white or yellow 
fleshed tomatoes are lower in 
acid than red tomatoes. Toma- 
toes of any variety need to be 
processed by the boiling bath 
method listed above, to assure a 
safe product. 


One big pickle question being 


asked this year is whether you 
can use plastic containers to 
make fermented or brined 
pickles, such as dills. To fer- 
ment or brine pickfcs use ONLY 
a crock or stone jar, uncUpped 
enamel-lined pan. large glass 
jars, bowls or casseroles or 
FOOD-GRADE plastic, con- 
tainers, available only at wine- 
making supply stores. Do not 
use plastic pails, large plastic 
bowls, plastic trash cans or 
baskets or other non-food grade 
plastic containers, for toxic 
compound can migrate from 
these plastics into the brine.

If you plan on canning vege­ 
tables, rem ember you MUST 
use a pressure canner to can 
ALL vegetables except toma­ 
toes, pickles or pickle relishes 
(made with vinegar). Fruits, 
tomatoes and pickles must be 
processed by the boiling water 
bath method to assure a safe 
product. 


Many home tomato canners 
became jittery over “ scare” 
articles published earlier this 
season, but there’s no problem 
in putting up a safe project if 
you follow these instructions. 
For canning, use only mature, 
ripe or even slightly underripe 
tomatoes 
that 
are 
firm. 
Overripe tomatoes or those with 
soft spots, decay or mold should 
NOT be canned, for they’re not 
only less acid but also are more 
likely to be contaminated with 
bacteria, mold or yeasts that 
can cause spoilage. 


Hot packing (cooking the 
tomatoes and then adding hot 
tomatoes to the jars) is the 
recommended method, rather 
than raw packing (where raw 
tomatoes are packed into jars). 
Process hot packed tomatoes in 
a boiling water bath; 20 minutes 
for pints and 25 minutes for 
quarts. 


If you add celery, green 
peppers and onions to your 
tomatoes (for stewed tomatoes) 
then you do need to use a pres­ 
sure 
canner. 
Chili 
sauce, 
however, which usually contains 
these same ingredients plus 
vinegar, may be processed by 
the boiling water bath method. 


Do you need to add lemon 
juice 
to 
canned 
tomatoes? 
Michigan State university and 
USDA food specialists say no, 
unless you just desire to do so, 
for modern tomato varieties 
present no greater home can­ 
ning risks than older varieties. 
Today’s tomatoes are similar in 
acid content to older varieties. 
Proper processing is the most 
important factor for a safe 
product. Several of today’s so- 
called "low acid” tomatoes are 
actually not lower in acid, but 
are high in sugar which masks 
the acid flavor. And there is no 
scientific research to back up 
the myth that white or yellow 
fleshed tomatoes are lower in 
acid than red tomatoes. Toma­ 
toes of any variety need to be 
processed by the boiling bath 
method listed above, to assure a 
safe product.

Of the 150, 93 are still on jobs, 
four stilfin training, four moved 
away, two returned to school, 
and 53 were terminated either 
l>e dropping out or by choice of 
the employer. 


The on-the-job training (OJT) 
is one the federally-funded CE- 
TA 
(Comprehensive 


Employment Training ACT) 
programs that are sponsored by 
Berrien county and run by Twin 
Cities Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce.

the 
employers were given contracts 
that reimbuse them 50 i>er cent 
of a trainee’s pay up to 18 weeks 
covering extraordinary costs in 
training 
the 
unemployed, 
underemployed or economically 
disadvantaged. 


Since the start of the OJT 
program. Curry said contracts 
totaling $132,232 have been 
written. The cost of training 
people through the OJT process 
is nominal when compared to 
the projected future income the 
trained people will be able to 
earn, he said. 


“ For example, it cost $84,015 
to train 77 OJT participants last 
year, and the anticipated in­ 
come for these trainees will be 
approximately 
$500.000

nually," Curry said.

number of incoming prisoners

Johnson attributed that to

Inmate Numbers To Rise 


I^NSING, Mich. (AP) - 
Though .state corrections of­ 
ficials have lowered their es­ 
timates of new prison inmati*s 
for 197B, they say longer sen- 
tenc-es and fewer probations will 
continue pushing the state 
prison population upward. 
Department of Corrections 
Director Perry Johnson said 
Monday that it appears 500 new 
inmates will arrive at Michigan 
prisons in 1976. Tht‘ department 
earlier had predicted 800 new 
inmates. 
But Johnson said the depart­ 
ment Ci)ntinues to predict that 
by the end of 1978 there will bt; 
14,000 men and women in 
Michigan prisons, or about 1,600 
nfK>re than the system can hold. 
There now are 900 more 
prisoners in the system than 


there are beds. 
Johnson attributed the louer 
numb<‘r of incoming prisoners 
this year to the succ-ess of 
exiKTimental 
probation 
programs in eight circuit courts 
arf»und the state. 
But he said judges in general 
last year plact*d felony (Yin\ icts 
on proiwtion — and thus kept 
them out of prison — 3 {»er cent 
k>ss often than liefore. 


Johnson attributed that to 
m<)re 
stringent 
sentencing 
pijlicies, plus fewer judges be­ 
ing inclined to accept negotiatt'd 
pleas of guilty for less serious 
crimes.

services official says tbe state's food stamp program is a "mon- 
ster" aid should be scrapped.

Food Stamps 4A Monster’ 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich. (AP) — An Upper Peninsula social 
services official says the state’s food stam p program is a “ mon­ 
ster” and should be scrapped. Chippewa County Director of Social 
Services A1 Covell said red tape, hidden costs and “ five pounds of 
regulations” keep the food stam p program from m eeting the 
needs of recipients. Instead of food stam ps, Covell suggested, 
people who qualify for help on food purchases m ight just as well be 
given money. The food stam p system is especially cum bersom e 
and costly for rural areas like the U P., Covell said, because of the 
distance applicants m ust travel to apply for the stam ps and pick 
tham up. He cited the example of DeTour Township, in eastern 
Chippewa County. P'ood stam p applicants from DeTour have to 
travel more than 50 m iles to Sault Ste. M arie to apply for the 
service. Then they have to go to Pickford — a round trip of about 
75 miles — to buy the stamps. “ If you use the national average of 
15 cents a mile as the cost of operating a vehicle, that m eans a cost 
of over $11 to get a $12 break on foodstam ps,” Covell said

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Bangor Increasing 
Rates For Utilities 


BA.NGOR - The Bangor city 


council last night formally 
approved higher water and 
sewer rates to go into effect Oct. 


The new rates amount to an 80 


per cent increase in the 
minimum charge for residential 
users. 


The higher rates had been 


first introduced for council 
approval at the July meeting. 


Under the new rales, residen- 


tial users will IK charged a 
minimum of $9 a month for 
water and sewer. Bills will be 
mailed monthly instead of 
quarterly. 


At present, the minimum rate 


is SIS a quarter which amounts 
to $5 a month. 


The new minimum charge of 


S9 breaks down as follows: $5 for 
333 cubic feel of water; $2 for 
sewer usage; SI for for meter 
rent; and $1 for a sewer standby 
charge. 


Under the old minimum 


charge, residential customers 


were charged a minimum of $10 
for 1.0*1 cubic feet of water each 
quarter and H for sewer usage 
each quarter, plus quarterly 
meter rent and sewer standby 
charges. 


Besides the minimum charge, 


i-stes for additional water call 
for $1.3(1 per hundred cubic feet 
for the first thousand used: $1.40 
for 1.001 to 2,0(10; $1.311 for 2,001. 
tl) 5,000; $1 for 5,001 to 10,000; 
and HI cents for anything over 
lo.mo. 


The current rates range from 


SI per hundred cubic feet for the 
first 5.000 used to 15 cents for 
any amount over 300,001. 


Councilmen said the new- 


rales were necessary to meel 
escalating costs and to meet 
bond payments for water and 
sewer improvements. 


City officals have said thai 


between $18.000 and $19,000 had 
to he borrowed from the city's 
general fund this year to meet 
obligations and about S10.000 
was borrowed last year.

sewer rates to go into effect Oct.

The new rates amount to an SO

increase

the 
minimum charge for residential 
users. 


The higher rates had been 
first 
introduced 
for council 
approval at the July meeting. 


Under the new rates, residen­ 
tial users will be charged a 
m inim um of $9 a month for 
water and sewer. Bills will be 
m ailed 
monthly 
instead 
of 
quarterly. 


At present, the minim um rate 
is 815 a quarter which amounts 
to $5 a month. 


The new minimum charge of 
$9 breaks down as follows: $5 for 
333 cubic feet of w ater; $2 for 
sewer usage: $1 for for m eter 
rent; and $1 for a sewer standby 
charge.

Basketball Association champions won’t bet against it. 


Drazen Dalipagic has starred in international games and Cel­ 
tics Coach Tom Heinsohn says, “The big question is will he be 
able to adjust to the difference between that and the way the pros 
play it.” 


Dalipagic, a 6-foot-6, 205-pound forward, star of the Yugoslav 
Olympic team, was unveiled at the Celtics’ Marshfield tryout 
camp Monday and he drew praise from the start. 


A team spokesman said the non-English speaking shooter is a 
tough rebounder and a good juni|>er. 


“I’d say he’s going to make it.” the spokesman said of 
Dalipagic’s chances of surviving the initial tryout 


The next stop would Ik* the Massachusetts Maritime Academy 
in Buzzards Bay, where the Celtics open pre-season training Sept. 
24. 


Dalipagic and 15 other rookies and free agents are seeking an 
inv itation to the Cape Cod training camp. 


The 25-year-old Yugoslavian import has played zone defense 
throughout his career. In the NBA, only man-to-man defense is 
permitted. 


Celtics officials did not talk much about that prospective ad­ 
justment for Dalipagic. But of the language barrier, Heinsohn 
said.

-.About 1,600 permits were sold in the first two weeks in the 
Department of Natural Resources' southwestern Michigan dis- 
trict. That amounts to around 10 per cent of the total sold statewide 
all season a year ago. Other DNR districts are also reporting 
"brisk" sales this year, according to district wildlife biologist 
TumNederveM. 


The increase in permit sales is reflected in hunting pressure. 


There were about 90 per cent more hunters in the field for the Aug. 
It opener at the three district pul-and-take areas. A DNR survey at 
noon opening day showed 143 cars at the Barry State Game Area, 
97 at Gourdneck near Kalamann and 107 at the Three Rivers State 
Game Area. 


Hunting since opening day has been "not heavy but steady," 


according to NederveM, who counted 67 cars at Gourdneck last 
Saturday. Nederveld says bunting activity since the opener has 
been about the same as last fall, when the season opened in Sep- 
tember. . 


The DNR naturally is pleased with the early opening because of 


the Increase in permit sates, but reactions among hunters are 
mixed. 


Field interviews by the DNR saw the earlier season favored by 


teachers and students, who are on vacation and can get out every 
day if they wish. Bird dog owners also voiced approval because 
they can now bunt with their "best friends" for a longer period of 
time. 


Most of the grumbling about the early start concerned the heat 


and the thick cover. Nederveld said one hunter said, "It's just too 
dam hot to hunt in August" 


The beat situation is real, but a shift in hunting hours has partly 


compensated for the sticky weather common this time of year. The 
season now starts at noon instead of 10 a.m. But it also doesn't 
dose until 9 p.m. instead of 7, which was quitting time in 1975. 
(The season will run from noon to 7 p.m. starting Oct. 1.) Some 
hunters have voiced satisfaction for being able to bunt in the cooler 
evening hours. 


DNR biologists also think the noon start makes for better hunt- 


ing because the pheasants have had a better chance to get their 
strength back after being released from cages. The birds are 
released in the morning, and in past years hunting often started 
about an hour later. "The extra two hours seems to make them 
stronger flyers," explains Nederveld. "In the past they were still 
in a stress condition after being weakened by being crated." 


The heavy cover at this time of year does make it tough on 


hunters, but it also offers more protection for the birds. The 
opening day kill was about one third less than the first day in '75. 


For opening day, there were releases <tt M birds at Gourdneck 


and 190 at Barry and Three Rivers. The DNR estimated there were 
290 hunters at Gourdneck, and DNR personnel interviewed 148 
with m birds. A 1» of the estimated IN at Barry were checked, 
and they had 51 ringnecks. At Three Rivers, 85 of the estimated Ml 
were surveyed. They had 23 birds. 


The DNR is making more releases this year, but the total per 


week is about the same w last year. The longer season (it again 
ends the first part of January) to the mull <A having more birds 
available for release (HO.OM statewide). 


There was'a choice between the earlier opener or extending the 


season a month beyond the Jan. 2 closing date. The winter exten- 
sion was ruled out because it takes more food during the cold 
months to keep the birds healthy. There was also the possibility of

The special $10 permit required for put-and-take pheasant 
hunting seems to be gaining more acceptance among sportsmen 
because of the season opening a month earlier this year. 


About 1,600 permits were sold in the first two weeks in the 
Department of Natural Resources' southwestern Michigan dis­ 
trict. That amounts to around 10 per cent of the total sold statewide 
all season a year ago. Other DNR districts are also reporting 
“ brisk” sales this year, according to district wildlife biologist 
Tom Nederveld. 


The increase in permit sales is refleeted in hunting pressure. 
There were about 50 per cent more hunters in the field for the Aug. 
16 opener at the three district put-and-take areas A DNR survey at 
noon opening day showed 143 cars at the Barry State Game Area. 
97 at Gourdneck near Kalamazoo and 107 at the Three Rivers State 
Game Area. 


Hunting since opening day has been "not heavy but steady ," 
according to Nederveld, who counted 67 cars at Gourdneck last 
Saturday. Nederveld says hunting activity since the opener has 
been about the same as last fail, when the season opened in Sep­ 
tember. 


The DNR naturally is pleased with the early opening because of 
the increase in permit sales, but reactions among hunters are 
mixed. 


Field interviews by the DNR saw the earlier season favored by 
teachers and students, who are on vacation and can get out every 
day if they wish. Bird dog owners also voiced approval because 
they can now hunt with their “best friends” for a longer period of 
time. 


Most of the grumbling about the early start concerned the heat 
and the thick cover. Nederveld said one hunter said, "It's just too 
dam hot to hunt in August.” 


The heat situation is real, but a shift in hunting hours has partly 
compensated for the sticky weather common this time of year. The 
season now starts at noon instead of 10 a.m. But it also doesn't 
close until 9 p.m. instead of 7, which was quitting time ui 1975. 
(The season will run from noon to 7 p.m. starting Oct. 1.) Some 
hunters have voiced satisfaction for being able to hunt m the cooler 
even mg hours. 


DNR biologists also think the noon start makes for better hunt­ 
ing because the pheasants have had a better chance to get their 
strength back after being released from cages. The birds are 
released in the morning, and in past years hunting often started 
about an hour later. "The extra two hours seems to make them 
stronger flyers,'' explains Nederveld. “In the past they were still 
m a stress condition after being weakened by being crated.” 


The heavy cover at this time of year does make it tough on 
hunters, but it also offers more protection for the birds. The 
opening day kill was about one third less than the first day in 75. 


For opening day, there were releases of 1X0 birds at Gourdneck 
and 150 at Barry and Three Riv ers. The DNR estimated there wire 
230 hunters at Gourdneck, and DNR personnel interviewed 146 
with 109 birds A 120 of the estimated 350 at Barry were checked, 
and they had 51 ringnecks. At Three Rivers, 85 of the estimated 300 
were surveyed. They had 23 birds. 


The DNR is making more releases this year, but the total per 
week is about the same as last year The longer season (it again 
ends the first part of January) is the result of having more birds 
available for release (110,000 statewide). 


There was a choice between the earlier opener or extending the 
season a month beyond the Jan. 2 closing date The winter exten­ 
sion was ruled out because it takes more food during the cold 
months to keep the birds healthy. There was also the possibility of 
winter transportation problems, plus the fact that there would be 
less cover available for the birds in January 


Another benefit of the early start is reduced feed costs. Birds are 
being released at 16 weeks of age instead of at 20 weeks, as was the 
case a year ago. 


Put-and-take hunting still remains controversial among 
hunters. The idea of shooting pheasants released from cages will 
never be the bag of all hunters, but the earlier start seems to be 
gaming more acceptance for the hunt. 


A big Labor Day turn out of hunters is expected.

The only sewage disposal 
facilities that may legally be 
installed on recreational wa­ 
tercraft are holding tanks, 
including portable units, recir­ 
culating systems or incinera­ 
tors, according to the DNR. 


Recreational boaters of other 
states and countries will be 
subject to these requirements at 
any time they are in Michigan 
waters, and liable to the same 
citations and penalties. 


"With one-third of Michigan’s 
population getting its water 
supply from the Great Lakes, it 
is of utmost importance to keep 
the water quality as high as is 
possible,” adds Bill Turney, 
chief of the DNR’s bureau of 
environmental protection. 


® Canadian Captures 
Trapshoot Crown 


V AND ALIA, Ohio <AP) - 
Frank Crevatin of Tecumseh, 
Ont., last week became the first 
Canadian ever to win the Grand 
American Handicap, trapshoot- 
m gs most prestigious event. 


Crevatin won the title and 
about $5,000 in prize money by 
breaking 99 of 100 targets from 
224 yards and then winning a 
25-target shootoff w ith two other 
contestants during the 77th an­ 
nual 
Grand 
American 
trapshootmg tournament. 


His 99 was his best score in 
five years of shooting and it 
deadlocked him with two other 
surv ivors of the field of 3.824, 
Frank Little of Mechanicsburg, 
Pa., a 27-yard shooter, and 
Merle Yohn of Sykesillc, Md , 
who fired from 214 yards. 


"I changed to a new pad (on 
the end of the gun stock) a 
couple of weeks ago." Crevatin 
said. “ I really felt just last 
weekend that it was starting to 
help. I have gained confidence 
with each time that I have 
shot.” 


Crevatin. 41, an electrical 
contractor, has been to the 
Grand five times but usually 
only shoots in the major han­ 
dicaps which 
wind 
up the 


program. 


"When I first came »down 
here," he said. "I was really 
surprised at all the people. 
That's what got me interested in 
trapshooting. Actually, a friend 
in Canada introduced me to the 
sport.” 


Little had 21 in the shootoff to 
Crevatin's 23 while Yohn took 
third place with 16. 


Little said the fading light 
made it more difficult to break 
the shotoff targets from the 27- 
yard distance.

CHAPTER TWO 


Just as the look-say method

Animal Burial Site

The first site at Kalkaska 
already holds nearly 30,000 cattle contaminated by the fire-retar­ 
dant chemical and can take only 5(NI-WMI more animals, they said. 


The board took no formal action on the report Monday, hut on a 
show of hands sent it to a special committee to draft final lan­ 
guage. It will then go to Gov. William Milliken. who asked for a 
report on a second burial site by Sept 7. Whether the second site 
is opened hinges on the fate of legislation authorizing such a move 
and providing $250,000 to operate the site. The bill is still in the 
House Appropriations Committee. The site is expected to l>e used 
to bury animals 
with 
low concentrations of 
PBB, 
or 
polybronnnated biphenyl.

‘No Other Way’ 


Rights Panel Hits Ford, Congress On Busing

WASHINGTON (AP) - Army 
Secretary 
Martin 
Hoffmann 
says he intervened m the West 
Point cheating scandal as an 
"extraordinary circumstance” 
because he saw no other way 
out. 


“ I'm not sure how I could 
have resolved it any other way 
Hoffmann said in his Pen­ 
tagon office Monday after an­ 
nouncing that the scores of 
cadets conv icted in the scandal 
will be spared the customary 
penalty of automatic expulsion. 


Convicted 
cadets 
will 
be 
forced to leave the academy for 
one year, hut will lxi permitted 
to apply lor readmission and “ a 
large number would be read­ 
mitted.” Hoffman told a Senate 
panel earlier Monday. 


The scandal that erupted over 
a take-home engineering exam 
hist April has enveloped 2112 
cadets, or one-quarter of the 
academy’s 
class 
of 
1977. 
Eighty-nine have been convict­ 
ed, and others are awaiting trial 
before officer boards. 


"In my judgment people were 
agonizing about it, worrying 
about it. They gave me the 
benefit of their thoughts, and I 
thought I had enough to go with 
to make a step at it, and I think 
it was a constructive step,” 
Hoffmann said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 


Hoffmann 
also 
waived 
a 
requirement that, like other ex- 
IH'lled upperclassmen, the con­ 
victed cadets must serve two 
years as enlisted men. 


The Army secretary said that 
there would be a grace period of 
about 111 days at the beginning 
of classes on Sept 7 when unde­ 
tected 
cheaters could 
turn 
themselves in to resign without 
prejudice. 


Hoffmann, who said he had 
spent 25 per cent of his time on 
the West Point affair since he 
decided to intervene a month 
ago. visited West Point on Sun­ 
day to discuss his plan with the 
cadet honor committee. 


At West Point, the commit­ 
tee’s chairman said Hoffmann's 
decision was "not something we 
would have preferred to have 
seen, but we all recognize the 
position the secretary was in.” 


Cadet Michael Ivy added, 
“ I’m just going to live with it 
awhile. It’s just part of being a 


good soldier, 1 guess.” 


From the opposite perspec­ 
tive. an Army defense lawyer 
lor several accused cadets said, 
“ I guess we won in a sense, but 
I sure don't feel like we won." 


Hoffmann also barred future 
take-home projects like the 
Electrical Engineering :iH4 as­ 
signment that triggered the 
scandal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 111- 
month investigation of school 
desgregation by the U.S. Com­ 
mission on Civil Rights is cri­ 
tical of President Ford and 
members of Congress for at­ 
tempting to restrict court-or­ 
dered busing. 


“ The commission believes, 
for constitutional reasons, that 
efforts by either the executive or 
the legislative branches to curb 
the power of the courts, in the 


final analysis, will not prevail,” 
it said in a 315-page re|>ort. 


“ Such efforts undermine the 
desegregation 
process 
and 
jeopardize 
the 
rights 
of 
minority 
students. 
Further­ 
more, these atttempts con­ 
tribute to the position of some 
individuals that desegregation 
can be avoided.” 


The 
commission 
said 
it 
“ takes issue with the President 
and members of Congress who 
seek to curb the role of the 
courts’’ through the proposed 


School Desegregation Standards 
;ind Assistance Act introduced a 
few months ago. It would, the 
commission said, narrow the 
definition of illegal segregation 
and 
restrict 
the 
remedies 
available to judges. 


Two of the commission’s most 
controversial recommendations 
called for unfreezing federal 
funds to pay for busing pupils in 
districts that are desegregating, 
and a special tax break fur 
white families who move into 
black neighborhoods. 


The six-member commission 
is headed by Arthur S. Hem­ 
ming, who served as secretary 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare during the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. Fleming was ap­ 
pointed commission chairman 
in March 1974 after the forced 
resignation 
of 
the 
Rev. 
Theodore M 
lies burgh, who 
was equally critical of the Nixon 
administration’s civil rights 
record. 


Flemming 
said 
last 
November that the project was 


aimed at short-circuiting a con­ 
stitutional amendment against 
busing for desegregation. 


The report, “ Fulfilling the 
Letter and Spirit of the Law — 
Desegregation of the Nation’s 
Public Schools,” culminated a 
10-month project. 


Public hearings were held in 
Louisville, Ky.; Tampa, Fla.; 
Denver; and Boston. There also 
were state advisory committee 
public meetings in Berkeley, 
Calif.; Minneapolis; Stamford, 
Conn.; and Corpus Christi, Tex.; 


case studies of 29 school dis­ 
tricts; and a national survey ot 
993 school districts. 


For every Boston and Louis­ 
ville, where desegregation was 
accompanied by violence, there 
are hundreds of school districts 
where 
desegregation 
was 
peaceful the commission said. 


“ One of the most important 
conclusions of this report is that 
the support of school officials 
and other local leaders strongly 
influences the outcomes of 
desegregation,”

While the travelers in general 
have boosted their spending 12 
per cent a year, they've raised 
their spending in the U.S. an 
extra 15 per cent each year. Our 
total tourist receipts now exceed 
$9.7 billion annually as against 
$1.5 billion in 1965 — a hefty 
contribution indeed to our na- 
tion's growth. 


The factors behind the expan- 


sion go far beyond this year's 
Bicentennial, of course. They 
are much more basic. 


A major factor was the 


devaluation of the U.S. dollar in 
successive steps under the 
Nixon administration to the 
point where our currency 
. became the cheapest in the 
world. This made our goods 
much more attractive to foreign 
buyers (including a U.S. vaca- 
tion) even while devaluation in- 
tensified 
our 
inflation 
by 


making our imports of essential 
products much more expensive. 


Another fundamental factor 


has been the conscious effort of 
the tourist industry to organize 
Itself and package its vacations 
more appealingly — including 
overcoming the huge language 
barrier between the average 
American and a foreign visitor. 
Under the leadership of the 
United States Travel Service 
(USTS) and with the active 
cooperation of the American 
Hotel * Motel Assn. (AH&MA), 
joint programs have been 
developed to help foreign visi- 
tors overcome obstacles rang- 
ing from1 customs officials to 
hoteliers, 
restaurateurs, 


bankers, shopkeepers, bus and 
cab drivers, telephone opera- 
tors, policemen and physicians. 


Workshops are being con- 


ducted in major cities to solve 
problems of foreigners from the 
moment they arrive to the time 
they leave - with the biggest 
problem always "language." 


The USTS now maintains ut 


various international airports of 
entry a corps of multilingual 
receptionists 
in 
golden 


uniforms, called "golden girls," 
who aid foreigners through im- 
migration formalities and cus- 
tom. 


Signs and symbols are being 


posted everywhere by the USTS 
and AH&MA that are easily un- 
derstood by all nationalities. 
Typical of the materials offered 
are poeketsize guides In five 
language versions to help 
tourists living in hotels and 
motels, in ordering meals and 
shopping. Other devices include 
standardized badges and but- 
tons to identify bilingual per- 
sonnel and multilingual menus. 
The key areas of challenge are: 


HOTELS: There are now more 


than 9,000 hotels and motels, 
restaurants and resorts that 
have been certified for bilingual 
or multilingual capability. Most 
major city visitor and conven- 
tion bureaus have inventoried 
hotels, stores and other retail 
establishments where foreign 
languages are spoken. 


TELEPHONES: 
Travel- 


Phone USA, in existence since 
1970, offers complimentary road 
maps as well as multilingual 
tourist and other information 
through a. reservation center 
toll-free number. This service is 
maintained by TraveLodgc In- 
ternational, Inc. and is promot- 
ed by USTS. Other hotel chains 
maintain special WATS line in- 
formatidri facilities for use of 
international travelers. 


CURRENCY EXCHANGE: In 


East coast cities particularly, 
banks, post offices, stores and 
hotels arc being urged to post 
weekly foreign currency rales 
and sponsor special currency 
exchange and foreign travelers' 
check programs. 
(Foreign 


tourists spend more than WOO 
each in our shops, hotels and 
restaurants.) Most major cities 
have 
special 
information 


centers for foreigners or are 
cooperating 
with 
the 


"Americans 
At 
Home" 


program which arranges for 
tourists to visit U.S. families at 
home.

that four of its lop executives 
had been granted leaves of ab- 
sence as the result of an inves- 
tigation into alleged improper 
marketing practices. 


They are Robert A. Martin, 


senior vice president in charge 
of marketing; Thomas F. 
Roupas. vice president in 
charge of sales; Abraham J. 
Gustin. director of national 
sales sen ices, and William T. 
Tnnpone. director of field sales. 


Robert 
A. 
Uihlein Jr., 


president and chairman of the 
board, said Eugene B. Peters, 
executive vice president and 
general 
manager,. would 


immediately assume respon- 
sibility for the company's sales 
and marketing operations. 


Uihlein 
also 
issued 
a 


statement saying that a federal 
grand jury in Milwaukee was 
investigating possible violations 
of postal, tax and antitrust laws 
and interference with a govern- 
ment investigation, and a 
federal grand jury in Hawaii 
was looking into possible anti- 
trust violations by Schlitz there. 


The brewery also said the In- 


ternal Revenue Service was 
investigating 
possible 


improprieties by conducting an 
audit of records for 1972 and 
1973. 


Schlitz officials said they were 


postponing indefinitely 
the 


proposed public offering of $M 
million of debentures. Uihlein 
said the company was doing so 
because it wanted to insure full 
disclosure to investors. 


The brewery president said 


the possible implication of 
management level personnel in 
alleged improper business ac- 
tivities was being investigated 
by the Milwaukee federal grand 
jury. He said possible instances 
of questionable or improper 
marketing practices may have 
been more widespread than 
previously -believed, and in- 
volved cash payments. 


Uihtein said the leaves of the 


four executives resulted from 
recent disclosures through the 
company's own investigation 
and the probes of various 
government agencies. 


Gustin said he was not forced 


into taking a leave, and said he 
intended to return to his job 
although he did not know when. 


Timpooe said "I don't believe 


I had a choice" about whether to 
take a leave, and expected to 
remain 
on 
leave 
"until 


something is resolved. 


Roupas and Martin declined 


comment. 


But Martin denied last year 


that any improper marketing 
practices existed. 


"We have reviewed 
our 


current marketing practices 
and have not found any indica- 
tion of impropriety," he said at 
that time. 


Martin's comment came after 


Schlitz officials said the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission had indicated it was 
looking into allegations that 
payments were made by the 
brewery to induce retailers to 
handle its beer products.

BREAKING THE BARRIER 


In one 30-day period this past spring, nearly 
1,500,000 international tourists visited the U.S., a full 
34.6 per cent more than in the same period a year ago. 
In just the first four months of 1976, close to 4,600,000 
foreigners arrived in the U.S., up 9.4 per cent from 
the same period in 1975. 


The United States, a mere 
fledgling international tourist 
destination 10 years ago, is 
finally coming into its own. 


While the world travel market 
has grown at an annual pace of 7 
per cent since 1965, the U.S. has 
captured an additional 10 per 
cent of travelers each year. 
While the travelers in general 
have boosted their spending 12 
per cent a year, they’ve raised 
their spending in the U.S. an 
extra 15 per cent each year. Our 
total tourist receipts now exceed 
$5.7 billion annually as against 
$1.5 billion in 1965 — a hefty 
contribution indeed to our na­ 
tion’s growth. 


The factors behind the expan­ 
sion go far beyond this year’s 
Bicentennial, of course. They 
an* much more basic. 


A major factor was the 
devaluation of the U.S. dollar in 
successive steps under the 
Nixon administration to the 
point 
where 
our 
currency 
became the cheapest in the 
world. This made our goods 
much more attractive to foreign 
buyers (including a U.S. vaca­ 
tion) even while devaluation in­ 
tensified 
our 
inflation 
by 
making our imports of essential 
products much more expensiv e. 


Another fundamental factor 
has been the conscious effort of 
the tourist industry to organize 
itself and package its vacations 
more appealingly — including 
overcoming the huge language 
barrier between the average 
American and a foreign visitor. 
Under the leadership of the 
United States Travel Service 
(USTS) and with the active 
cooperation of the American 
Hotel & Motel Assn. (AH&MA), 
joint 
programs 
have 
l>een 
developed to help foreign visi­ 
tors overcome obstacles rang­ 
ing from* customs officials to 
hoteliers. 
restaurateurs, 


bankers, shopkeepers, bus and 
cab drivers, telephone opera­ 
tors. policemen and physicians. 


Workshops are being con­ 
ducted in major cities to solve 
problems of foreigners from the 
moment they arrive to the time 
they leave — with the biggest 
problem always “ language ” 


The USTS now maintains at 
various international airports of 
entry a corps of multilingual 
receptionists 
in 
golden 
uniforms, called “golden girls. ’’ 
who aid foreigners through im­ 
migration formalities and cus­ 
toms 


Signs and symbols are being 
posted everywhere by the USTS 
and AH&MA that are easily un­ 
derstood by all nationalities. 
Typical of the materials offered 
are pocketsize guides in five 
language 
versions 
to 
help 
tourists living in hotels and 
motels, in ordering meals and 
shopping. (Xher devices include 
standardized badges and but­ 
tons to identify bilingual per­ 
sonnel and multilingual menus. 
The key areas of challenge are: 


HOTELS: Then1 are now more 
than 5,000 hotels and motels, 
restaurants and resorts that 
have heen certified for bilingual 
or multilingual capability. Most 
major city visitor and conven­ 
tion bureaus have inventoried 
hotels, stores and other retail 
establishments where foreign 
languages are spoken. 


TELEPHONES: 
Travel- 
Phone USA. in existence since 
1970, offers complimentary road 
maps as well as multilingual 
tourist and other information 
through a reservation center 
toll-free number. This service is 
maintained by TraveLodge In­ 
ternational, Inc. and is promot­ 
ed by USTS Other hotel chains 
maintain special WATS line in­ 
formation facilities for use of 
international travelers 


CURRENCY EXC HANGE: In 
East coast cities particularly, 
banks, post offices, stores and 
hotels are being urged to post 
ueekly foreign currency rates 
and sponsor special currency 
exchange and foreign travelers’ 
check 
programs. 
( Foreign 
tourists spend more than $600 
each in our shops, hotels and 
restaurants.) Most major cities 
have 
special 
information 
centers for foreigners or are 
cooperating 
with 
the 
“ Americans 
At 
Home’’ 
program which arranges for 
tourists to visit U.S. families at 
home 


As one New York City cab 
driver (who speaks Italian) 
remarked wistfully after the 
Democratic convention, “ It’s so 
easy to be hospitable.

MILWAUKEE (AP) - The 
Jos. Schlitz Brewing Co., the 
nation’s 
second 
largest 
brewery, announced Monday 
that four of its top executives 
had been granted leaves of ab­ 
sence as the result of an inves­ 
tigation into alleged improper 
marketing practices. 


They are Robert A. Martin, 
senior vice president in charge 
of 
marketing; 
Thomas 
F. 
Roupas. 
vice 
president 
in 
charge of sales; Abraham J. 
Gustin. director of national 
sales services, and William T. 
Timpone. director of field sales. 


Robert 
A. 
Uihlein 
Jr., 
president and chairman of the 
board, said Eugene B. Peters, 
executive vice president and 
general 
manager. 
would 
immediately assume respon­ 
sibility for the company’s sales 
and marketing operations. 


Uihlein 
also 
issued 
a 
statement say ing that a federal 
grand jury in Milwaukee was 
investigating possible violations 
of postal, tax and antitrust laws 
and interference with a govern­ 
ment 
investigation, 
and 
a 
federal grand jury in Hawaii 
uas looking into possible anti­ 
trust violations by Schlitz there. 


The brewery also said the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service was 
investigating 
possible 


improprieties by conducting an 
audit of records for 1972 and 
1973. 


Schlitz officials said they were 
postponing 
indefinitely 
the 
proposed public offering of $50 
million of debentures. Uihlein 
said the company was doing so 
because it wanted to insure full 
disclosure to investors. 


The brewery president said 
the possible implication of 
management level personnel in 
alleged improper business ac- 
tivities was being investigated 
by the Milwaukee federal grand 
jury. He said possible instances 
of questionable or improper 
marketing practices may have 
been more widespread than 
previously believed, and in­ 
volved cash payments. 


Uihlein said the leaves of the 
four executives resulted from 
recent disclosures through the 
company’s own investigation 
and the probes of various 
government agencies. 


(Histin said he was not forced 
into taking a leave, and said he 
intended to return to his job 
although he did not know when. 


Timpone said “I don’t believe 
I had a choice” about whether to 
take a leave, and expected to 
remain 
on 
leave 
“ until 
something is resolved. 


Roupas and Martin declined 
comment. 


But Martin denied last year 
that any improper marketing 
practices existed. 


“We 
have 
reviewed 
our 
current marketing practices 
and have not found any indica­ 
tion of impropriety,” he said at 
that time. 


Martin’s comment came after 
Schlitz officials said the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission had indicated it uas 
looking into allegations that 
payments uert* made by the 
brewery to induce retailers to 
handle its beer products.
